Thus in the first three months of 1946, manufactured 
items were exported to the tune of Cr$659,000,000 in 
value, constituting 17.4% of the total volume of ex- 
ports. But during the same period of this year, manu- 
factured articles dropped to a mere Cr$387,000,000 in 
value, owing to the restrictions enacted on the sale 
of domestic textiles for foreign markets. Thus the 
export of cotton textiles dropped from 8,676 tons to 
$3,081 tons with a corresponding decline in value from 
Manufactured Items THe ‘ -Y CF CH8486,000,000 to Cr0274,000,000 although there had 
been a rise in price of these commodities amounting 
tonearly 607%. 


While it is true that the average price of commodi- 
ties has increased greatly, Brazil is nevertheless ex- 
porting more now than it did in the pre-war period. 
The volume of shipments this year exceeds that of 
1946, for the first quarter, substantially. This com- 
prises 925,000 tons, from January through March, 
1947, as against 770,457 tons in 1946. However, current 
exports lagged behind the years 1938-1939.

first quarter. In value, however, these exports dropped 
from Cr$27,000,000 to Cr821.000,000. 


Steel Exports Spiral 


Also rubber articles and similar products have dis- 
played a tendency to reduce the export volumes. 
dropping in value from Cr%8,300,000 to Cr$934,000. 
The only industry that has increased its shipments of 
manufactured articles is that of steel which has aug- 
mented its export volume from 11,000,000 to 18,000.- 
000. 

These reductions in manufactured items in general 
were amply compensated for by a rise in volume of 
other goods destined for foreign commerce. The ex- 
ports of raw materials have risen in value from 
Cr$1,665,000,000 to Cr$2,431,000,000 although the 
rise registered in volume amounted to only 10% over 
that of the first three months in 1946. 


Cotton Value High 


Of the total value of raw materials cotton proved 
most important, constituting 45% of the total. fetch- 


ing Cr$1,097,000,000 this year as against Cr$608.- 
000,000 for the same period in 1946. 

Pinewood has strengthened its export role consid- 
erably, rising from a value of Cr$155,000,000 for the 
first three months in 1946 to Cr$221,000,000 in 1947. 
The sale of Carnauba wax produced Cr$166,000,000, 
that is 20% more than in 1946, although in volume 
it declined by 20%. 

Castor has shown particular vigor in price. While 
rising in volume since last vear by only 109% it has 
spiraled in value by 150%, vielding an income of 
Cr&$138.000.000. 

Among food products coffee, as usual, took first 
place in exports. In this year’s first quarter a total of 
3.770.000 bags were sent abroad as against 3,129,000 in 
1946. In value, however, it has doubled, rising from 
Cr$1,096 millions to Cr$2,082 millions. In the export 
of food products coffee represents about 36% of the 
total value. 

Cocoa has tripled in value. Increasing in export vol- 
ume by only 13% since last year it has risen in value 
from Cr$107 millions to Cr$362 millions. Rice also 
jumped, rising to nearly double its value since last 
vear. 


@ PRIORITIES RULE CURRENCIES GOING ABROAD 


In a move believed based on the need of making 
available free currencies for the purchase of essential 
commodities, the Office of the Superintendent of 
Money and Credit issued an instruction, dated June 
3, 1947, establishing a system of priorities on money 
leaving the country. 

Funds for the import of essential commodities will 
receive first priority while those to cover aid, dona- 
tions as well as transfers of interest, profits and re- 
export of capital invested in Brazil, beyond the limits 
by law, fall into the last category. 


Text of Instruction 


The text of the instruction follows: 

The Office of the Superintendent of Money and 
Credit, in accord with article 6 of Decree-Law No. 
7,293 of February 2, 1945, in consideration of the regu- 
tions specified by letters E and H of the mentioned 
Decree-Law and article 1 of Decree-Law No. 9,025 of 
February 1946, and in keeping with the resolution of 
the Council, resolved to issue the following instruc- 
tions: 


a) Banking concerns authorized to operate in ex- 
change must sell each day to the Banco do Brasil 
30% of their purchases of the various currencies. 

b) Following fulfillments of the Government com- 
mittments, the Banco do Brasil will furnish backing 
in accordance with the following order of priorities: 


1. Import of essential articles and those considered 
necessary to meet national requirements. 


2. Transfer of royalties, interest, profits under con- 
ditions stipulated in articles 6 and 8 of Decree-Law 
No. 9,025 of February 27, 1946. 

3. Living and travelling expenses and proceeds 
from sale of passages. 

4. Goods not considered in the first category. 

5. Aid, donations and transfers for other ends, and 
those beyond the percentages fixed in Decree-Law 
No. 9,025, for interest and re-export of capital in- 
vested within the country. 


Obtaining Permission 


c) The other banking establishments authorized to 
operate in exchange, will have to fix their distribution 
of currencies, in keeping with the stipulated priorities, 
although they may establish quotas for the distribu- 
tion of their foreign exchange among the various cate- 
gories, provided they obtain prior permission from 
the Banking Authority. 

d) Importers can assure the inclusion of their goods 
in the first category on obtaining permission for in- 
formation from the Export-Import Department of 
the Banco do Brasil. 

e) These regulations will not apply to the imports 
shipped prior to and including June 10, 1947,

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@ MACHINE SHORTAGE SLOWS AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION 


Brazil continues to be an extensive market for all 
kinds of agricultural machinery as the nation strug- 
gles to increase its output of food and other farm 
products. 

In a study of the problems relating to the mainstay 
of the nation’s economy, namely agriculture, it is 
seen that among the chief factors that hold back its 
development is the shortage of farm machinery and 
agricultural accessories. 


Survey Made 


According to a survey made in 1940 the nation’s 
agriculturists were found to be woefully deficient in 
implements and equipment. In the overall Brazilian 
picture, of the 1,904,589 farm establishment that had 
been canvassed only 433.914 possessed machinery, 
which comprised of the following: 3,380 tractors, 
500,853 ploughs, 127,728 harrows, 11.718 rollers. 
156,383 seeders, 227,646 cultivators, 5,805 mowers and 
188,050 ant-exterminators. 

On a regional basis the mechanized farms were un- 
evenly distributed. Of the 476,682 farms surveyed in 
the northeast, for instance, only 21,273 had any ma- 
chinery or mechanical farm implements. These com- 
bined, consisted of 177 tractors, 6,215 ploughs, 355 
harrows, 486 rollers, 950 seeders, 21,986 cultivators, 
440 mowers and 13,561 ant-exterminators. 


Of the 636,203 establishments under survey in 
the south, 350,228 enjoyed mechanical aids which 
included 2,650 tractors, 432,659 ploughs, 118,138 har- 
rows, 6,386 rollers, 147,518 seeders, 194,703 culti- 
vators, 4.470 mowers and 155,756 ant-exterminators. 

In the cast, the situation was a little better than 
that of the northeast but still far inferior to that of the 
south of Brazil. Of 644,695 farms nearly 59,340 owned 
machinery, comprising of 499 tractors, 60,788 ploughs, 
5,754 harrows, 4,479 rollers, 5,292 seeders, 9,805 culti- 
vators, 789 mowers and 18,287 ant-exterminators. 

Perhaps the most wanting condition is found prev- 
alent in the areas of northern and central western 
Brazil. In the north only 1,590 farms out of 81,079 
owned the following machinery: 26 tractors, 127 
ploughs, 49 harrows, 260 rollers, 2.366 seeders, 746 
cultivators, 8 mowers, and 148 ant-exterminators. 

In the Central-eastern region of the 65,930 farms 
and plantations queried, 1,424 possessed 28 tractors, 
7 ploughs, 233 harrows, 107 rollers, 320 seeders, 408 
cultivators, 98 mowers and 298 ant-exterminators. 

With added machinery and improved agricultural 
methods Brazilian agricultural production would be 
enhanced considerably. Agricultural production is still 
a great distance behind the domestic food demands 
and certainly the demands made for agricultural prod- 
ucts from the rest of the world. 


@ HIGH QUALITY PETROLEUM PRODUCER FOUND AT CANDEIS 


The Agencia Nacional communicates from Salvador. 
Bahia, that the National Petroleum Council has just 
discovered a new oilfield in the Reconcavo zone, situ- 
ated near the D. Joao Sugar Factory, close to the 
town of Sao Francisco de Conde. This new success 
of the technical experts of the Council followed pre- 
liminary geophysical studies which led to the opening 
of a local well. 

The work of perforation began on March 19th. 
and was finished on the 31st of the same month, hav- 


ing reached only 274 metres depth, the level of oil 
being 261 metres. Production revealed that the well 
was an excellent producer giving an initial average of 
300 barrels daily. Engineer Pedro de Moura, repre- 
senting the Council, said that good petrol producing 
oil rose at easy depth making the work very cheap. 
As the new camp is near Candeis oilfield it is expected 
that further deposits will be found to develop the 
national petroliferous wealth. 


@ TUNG OIL INDUSTRY EXPANSION LOOMS LARGE 


The production of Tung oil in Brazil promises to 
become a large scale industry within the next five 
years. The oil is used in the manufacture of high grade 
paints, 

Extensive Tung seed crops are expected in the States 
of Parana and Rio Grande do Sul where large scale 
planting is now in progress. Careful selection of seeds 
has gone far in improving the quality of the crop. 

Greatest activity is being conducted in Sao Paulo, 
Rio Grande do Sul, Parana and Santa Catarina. Cul- 


tivation of the seed and processing of the oil, which 
began in 1939, has been spotty, however, with the 
volume alternating from year to year. For instance, 
while in 1940 more than 52,000 kilos of the oil were 
produced, the following year only 21,478 kilos were 
processed and in 1945 production came to a total of 
104.718 kilos. 

Tung oil experts, principally those in the United 
States, declare that these fluctuations in production 
are characteristic of the seed, which is highly sensi- 
tive to changes in weather.

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@ BURLAP BAG SCARCITY JEOPARDIZES 1947 HARVESTS 


The acute shortage of burlap bags now prevailing 
in Brazil is expected to result in serious losses to the 
nation’s agricultural output when gathering of the 
harvests gets under way. 

At least 30,000,000 additional burlap bags are re- 
quired immediately, vet the country’s weaving and 
spinning industries, which manufacture these bags. 
are operating nowhere near their full capacity. The 
principal reason for this situation is the difficult 
transportation snarl which Brazil has got to hurdle 
when getting its jute from the Amazon to its process- 
ing factories in the south and the northeast. 


Transport Problem 


Burlap bags are usually made from Brazilian jute 
or Indian jute imported from abroad. The native jute. 
grown in the Amazon area, has been increasing in out- 
put as a result of a well-organized planting program. 

Largely because of the transportation problem Bra- 
zil is constantly finding itself deficient in the produc- 


tion of burlap bags while enjoying a favorable yield 
of the raw material. 

The following statistics from 1942 through 1946 
indicate the progress of production of yarn, cloth and 
number of burlap bags from Brazilian jute:

From these figures it is obvious that the production 
of yarn, on which burlap cloth manufacture is depend- 
ent, has been growing very slowly, increasing by only 
4.775.718 kilos. In 1944, cloth manufacture hit a record 
high with 90,667,420 meters, or 22,165,243 meters 
more than in the preceding year. Thereafter, how- 
ever, it dropped in volume. 

The output of the burlap bags was equally as slow. 
increasing by only 15.513.920 in the three year period. 


@ VOLTA REDONDA SPURS RISE IN STEEL OUTPUT 


Production of rolled steel in Brazil during the last 
decade has more than doubled, according to official 
figures recently made public. 

The average monthly output of rolled steel in 1937 
amounted to 5,951 tons with the year’s total put at 
71.419 tons. In 1945 the average monthly production 
rose to 13,817 tons. It is important to note, however. 
that this increase was not influenced by the Volta 
Redonda steel mills where operations did not get under 
way until October. 

In 1946 the lowest monthly output stood at 15,246 
tons, while the highest volume hit 20,675 tons. Al- 
though statistical data is available only for the first 
ten months of last vear, it is estimated the year’s total 
must have reached 220,000 tons.

@ BRAZIL DECLARED SELF-SUFFICIENT IN TEXTILES 


Brazilian textile mills produce approximately 1,250.- 
000,000 meters of cotton piece goods per annum, ac- 
cording to the President of the Brazilian Master 
Spinners and Weavers Syndicate. This, he declared, 
is tantamount to making Brazil virtually self-suffi- 
cient in most qualities of cotton textiles. Domestic 
consumption runs between 900 to 1,000 million yearly. 


Recommendations 
At the same time this official declared that Brazil 
should extend her textile industry by adopting meas- 
ures that would include the following: 
(1) A careful revision of the stipulation at present 
in force regarding the importation of machinery. 


(2) Support for the appeal of millowners regarding 
the purchase of the machinery necessary to increase 
output. 

(3) The promotion of immigration of textile mill 
workers. 

(4) Development services towards the more rapid 
training of national workers. 

(5) Revision of the excise law as it applies to 
textiles. 

(6) A close study by experts and others of the 
reasons leading to absenteeism. 

(7) The development of the national fibre industry. 

(8) Assistance for the national cotton-growing in- 
dustry.

Brazilian Films for Europe 


An agreement for the formation of a vast new Bra- 
zilian film company, backed by Portuguese financiers, 
has been signed in Lisbon by. David Serrador, the 
Brazilian producer. The new company, known as 
“Produgées Atlantico,” will have agents in European 
and South American capitals. One of its main con- 
cerns will be to expand the distribution of Brazilian 
films throughout Europe. Big new studios in Rio de 
Janeiro are planned, 


Barley Planting Growing 


The southern States of Brazil are reported to possess 
favorable conditions for the development of barley 
growing on a large scale. There is a great demand for 
this staple throughout the nation as a food item and 
as an ingredient for beer. 

Major possibilities of raising a successful barley 
crop lie within the States of Rio Grande do Sul and 
Parana. In the period of 1931 to 1935 the annual aver- 
age production of Rio Grande do Sul totalled 8,392 
tons and in 1945 this crop rose to 13,335 tons. Of the 
12.753 hectares planted with barley throughout the 
nation in 1946, 88% of this total was located in Rio 
Grande do Sul.

Railroad Loan 


Arrangements have been concluded between the 
State of Rio Grande do Sul and the Caixa Economica 
Federal (Federal Savings Bank) for an internal, 10 
year, 7% loan. The proceeds will be used by the 
Viagao Ferrea do Rio Grande do Sul (Rio Grande 
R.R.) for the purchase of 350 freight cars and 266 
kilometers of rails as well as an electric plant at Santa 
Maria.

Nitrate Deposits In Bahia 


What are considered to be important deposits of 
galenites and nitrates were found in the vicinity of 
the city of Minas do Rio das Fontes, in the State of 
Bahia. Laboratory examination disclosed the nitrate 
samples to contain from 54.3% to 65% sodium and 
potassium nitrate. The galenite deposit, when puri- 
fied possessed 86.2% lead. 

With these discoveries the number of nitrate and 
galenite deposits in the State of Bahia will rise to 20 
and 4, respectively. 

In Joazeiro an asbestos source was recently lo- 
cated. Four such areas have been discovered in the 
last few years, the quality of which is considered 
high.

Locust Plague Extermination 


The Ministry of Agriculture, through the cooper- 
ation of the Ministries of Transport, Aviation and 
War, has been successful in arresting the locust plague 
in the southern area of Brazil where farmers have 
sustained great damage. 

The aerial transports-and the use of military equip- 
ment in the zones attacked enabled the very best 
results to be obtained from the measures taken. Re- 
ports from neighboring countries that were invaded 
by locusts show that results of the campaign in Brazil 
were also very rapid despite the fact that the avail- 
able resources of Brazil for the work, namely 
Cr$1.800,000, bore no comparison to the vast sums 
expended in those countries.
